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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 

Particularly, Applicant claims improper hindsight. However, it must be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense 
necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the 
level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's 
disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. In re McLaughlin, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). Applicant asserts combining a patent 
disclosing a headlight intensity based on speed with a patent disclosing a headlight intensity based on temperature is improper. Examiner 
respectfully disagrees given that both patents are within the same art, i.e. vehicle lighting means. 

Applicant further asserts that there is a difference between increasing illumination range based on speed and reducing an illumination 
means if a vehicle speed is lower than a predetermined speed. Examiner disagrees since it is obvious that in order for the device to 
function properly, it must, at some point/speed, reduce illumination range. Otherwise, the device would only work once if there was never 
any decrease in illumination range. Further, it is also obvious that in order for the device to function properly, the speed at which 
illumination increases or decreases is predetermined. 

Applicant agues that the vehicle speed sensor (72) is not used to control current to an LED. From a reading of the specification, it is clear 
that the disclosure is merely indicating one possible use of the speed sensor as opposed to disclosing a sole use. The vehicle speed 
sensor is used in connection with a control unit and is used to provide data in order for the device to achieve its purpose, i.e. controlling 
headlight intensity based on speed. 

The rejections are maintained. 
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
